horizontal planar surface-(P«), the board fl^being placed on the horizontal planar 
sxirface-(Pw), and 

a shovel-^, defined as being a forward part of the board 4^that is curved 
upward in order to overcome obstacles, the shovel (3)-having a width of the shoulder 
of the ski line-^few^, defined as being a line on the bottom surface (7) in of the shovel 
gone (2) at the location where itsa width fei/ ^of the shoulder of the ski is at a 

wherein the width of the shoulder of the ski line is disn'ncT from and located 
forward of tlie forward contact line toward the shovel and wherein at he height (hAv) of 
the widtii of the shoulder of the ski line-fkbv^, measured between saidthe bottom 
surfecc f7>-and said ^e horizontal planar 5urface-(PH), is substantially between 5 mm 
and IS mm. 



2. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the 
height (hAv) is substantially between 8 mm and 12 m m, and is profcmbly substantially 
equal to 1 Q mm . 

3. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1 , wherein atiie 
distance (dAv) projected onto the horizontal planar surface-^w^, measured between the 
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forward contact line (fe^v)-and the width of the shoulder of the ski line-^thv^, is 
substantially between 40 mm and 90 mm. 

4. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 3, wherein fhe 
distance (dAv) is substantially between 50 mm and 80 m m, and is preferably 
substantially equal to 65 mni , 

5. (Previously Presented) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the 
widdi of the shoulder of the ski (h>^is substantially between 100 mm and 120 mm. 

6. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 5, wherein the 
width of the shoulder of the ski (fev)-is substantially between 105 mm and 115 mm^ 
and is pr e f e rab ly- substantially equal to 1 09 mm . 

7. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1» wherein athe 
length (Is) of the shovel (3)-projected onto the horizontal planar surface-fPn), 
measured between £t tioof the board fe e j ^oim f B ") and the forward contact line-ffecAv). is 
substantially between ISO mm and 190 mm. 

8. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
length (1$) is substantially between 1 55 tnm and 180 m m, and io preferably 
wbstantially equal to - l -60rmm, 

9. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1 , vvh i ol>atea

10. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 9, wherein 
distance (dwRihprojected onto the horizontal planar surface-(JV), measured between the 
rear contact line {tcAji^and the width of the heel of the ski line-^fe^H), is substantially 
between 2 mm and 1 00 mmr pF e f e rab l y - swbstqftf i ftHy - bctwGGn 10 mm and 70 mm, and 
very pr e f e rably subsiantially equal to ^0 mm . 

1 1 . (Cuirently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 9, wherein the 
width of the heel of the ski ^n^is substantially between 85 mm and 120 mm? 
pr e ferably substai^ally bot^^ e on 90 mm and 1 15 mm, and v e ry preferably igubatontiolly 
equal to 100 mm , 

12. (Currently Amended) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 9, wherein a^he 
length (tf)-of the tail mm-up (^projected onto the horizontal planar surface-fPn), 
measured between the tail {9^and the rear contact line-^tcvut), is substantially between 
2 mm and 100 m m^ pref e rab l y gubgtontialiy b e tween 20 jmm - and 8 0 mm, and very 
pfefera bly substantially e qual to ^0 mm , 

13. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1, wherein the height (h/w) 
is substantially equal to 1 0 mm, 

14. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 3, wherein the distance (dAv) 
is substantially equal to 65 mm. 
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15. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 5, wherein the width of the 
shoulder of the ski is substantially equal to 109 mm. 

16. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim ?» wherein the length of the 
shovel projected onto the horizontal planar surface measured between the tip and the 
forward contact line is substantially equal to 160 mm, 

1 7. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1 , further comprising a rear 
contact line, defined as being a rear limit of the contact zone of the bottom siu^ace of 
the board on the horizontal planar surface, the board being placed on the horizontal 
planar surface, and a tail tum-up, defined as being a tumed-up rear part of the board 
from the rear contact line, the tail tum-up having a width of the heel of the ski line, 
defined as being a line on the bottom surface in a zone of the tail tum-up at a location 
where a width of the heel of the ski is at a maximum, and a height of the width of the 
heel of the ski line, measured between the bottom surface and the horizontal planar 
surface, is substantially between 2 and 25 mm. 

1 8. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 1 , further comprising a rear 
contact line, defined as being a rear limit of the contact zone of the bottom surface of 
the board on the horizontal planar surface, the board being placed on the horizontal 
planar surface, and a tail tum-up, defined as being a tumed-up rear part of the board 
from the rear contact line, the tail tum-up having a width of the heel of the ski line, 
defined as being a line on the bottom surface in a zone of the tail tum-up at a location 
where a width of the heel of the ski is at a maximum, and a height of the width of the 
heel of the ski line^ measured between die bottom surface and the horizontal planar 
surface, is substantially equal to 4 mm. 
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19. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 9, wherein a distance projected 
onto the horizontal planar surface, measured between the rear contact line and the 
width of the heel of the ski line, is substantially between 10 mm and 70 mm. 

20. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 9, wherein a distance projected 
onto the horizontal planar surface, measured between the rear contact line and the 
width of the heel of the ski line, is substantially equal to 40 rnni. 

21. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 9, wherein the width of the 
heel of the ski is substantially between 90 mm and 115 mm. 

22. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 9, wherein the width of the 
heel of the ski is substantially equal to 100 mtXL 

23 . (New) The board for ghding as claimed m claim 9, wherein a length of the tail 
tum-up projected onto the horizontal planar surface^ measured between the tail and the 
rear contact line, is substantially between 20 mm and 80 nmi. 

24. (New) The board for gliding as claimed in claim 9, wherein a length of the tail 
turn-up projected onto the horizontal planar surface^ measured between the tail and the 
rear contact line, is substantially equal to 40 mm. 
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
